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APPROVE AMENDMENTS 
In the general election November 6, four 
amendments to the State Constitution will 
appear on the voting ballot. Eligible voters 
of the state will have the opportunity to 
approve or reject these four questions by 
voting “yes” or “no” on each of the amend­ 
ments. To be approved they must be rati­ 
fied by a majority of those who vote on 
them. 
The four amendments would give effect 
to recommendations made by the Tempor­ 
ary State Commission on Revision and 
Simplification of the Constitution in its 1959 
report. 
While removing a great deal of surplus 
verbiage, which is either obsolete or of too 
little importance to require more than 
statutory coverage, the basic law would not 
be changed. The amendments also have 
been approved by a majority of both houses 
of two separately elected Legislatures. 
We recommend approval of the amend­ 
ments because they would be significant 
steps toward modernization of the State’s 
basic laws. 
Amendment No. I would repeal sections 
of the Constitution relating to corruption 
of public officials, making it a felony, allow­ 
ing them to testify In their own defense, 
providing immunity for bribe-givers who 
testify against bribe-takers. It would re­ 
move constitutional provisions which are in 
part, statutory; In part, meaningless in law; 
and in part, obsolete according to the Com­ 
mission. 
Amendment No. 2 would repeal certain 
sections containing provisions which the 
Commission regards as historic relics that 
no longer have an significant legal force 
that could justify their continuation in a 
Constitution designed to serve New York 
after the first half of the twentieth cen 
tury. The sections relate to outdated topics 
such as feudalism, patroons, Indian lands, 
royal land grants, etc. 
Amendment No. 3 would replace Article 
XII with a much shorter article. The Com 
mission states the present article is out­ 
moded and in conflict with both federal 
and state law, has now become overshad­ 
owed by the recently revised State Military 
Law and its provisions have repeatedly 
lagged behind statutory changes some of 
which were enacted in conscious disregard 
of the specific constitutional prescriptions. 
Amendment No. 4 would replace the 
present lengthy section which lists and de­ 
scribed all the Senate Districts established 
by the Constitution of 1894. The proposed 
new section would eliminate the lengthy 
descriptions without making any change in 
the districts. The Commission says the 
amendment would remove from the Con­ 
stitution outdated and meaningless material 
which has become obsolete geography.

States cannot afford to walt in­

“ Nuclear warhead* are of such 
a size that It is extrem ely im­ 
probable we would ever be able 
lo observe them by the intelli­ 
gence means open to us. I think 
it is almost inconceivable howe- 
ever, that there would lie missiles. 
as I have indicated, without ac­ 
companying w arheads." 
Also From Air 
N uclear bombs can. of course. 
be dropped from airplanes. The 
President on Monday night spoke 
of the interm ediate-range ballis­ 
tic missiles 
that 
could strike 
most of the m ajor dries In the 
W estern Hemisphere, and then 
declared: 
"In addition, jet bombers, cap­ 
able of carrying nuclear weapons, 
are now being uncrated and as­

Over 65? If you are over 65 
and have not yet applied for your 
social security benefits because 
you are working, you may be 
losing money. There are more 
than a million persons over 65 
who have not applied for their 
social security lienefits, possibly 
lieoatise they think they cannot 
receive any l>enefits at all if their 
earnings 
are over 
$1,200 l>er 
year. This is not true. 
Under recent changes in the 
social security law, some benefits 
are payable in many cases where 
a fXTson’s earnings do go over 
$1,200 a year. How much they 
can he paid during the year de­ 
pends on the amount of 
the 
benefits payable each month and 
by how much the earnings ex­ 
ceed $1,200. For example, a per­ 
son entitled to $160 per month 
from social security for himself 
and his wife. could earn $2,500 in 
a year and still get $870 in so­ 
cial security benefits for that 
year. 
Another Example 
To use another example, a per­ 
son who qualified for a social se­ 
curity benefit of $100 per month 


and continued to work for wages 
of $200 per month would still get 
$250 in social security benefits 
for the year. 
A social security beneficiary 
who earns $1,200 or less in a 
I year, will receive all his social 
security laments, and under a 
I special provision of the law-, a 
lamefiriary can he paid a benefit 
I for any month in which he does 
not earn over SHK) in wages and 
is not actively self-employed - 
no matter how much he earns 
over the entire year. 
Also, a beneficiary who con­ 
tinues to work after he reaches 
72 years of age receives his full 
benefits for every month begin­ 
ning with the month of his 72nd 
birthday, regardless of how high 
his earnings may l>e. 


M ust M a k e Application 
Rememlwm, though, that these 
payments are not automatic. A 
person must apply for his bene­ 
fits before he can receive any 
pa.vments. lf you are over 65 
and have worked under social se­ 
curity, why not at least talk if 
over with the folks at the social 
security office ? There Is nothing 
to lose by doing so, and you 
many find you can get some bene­ 
fits each year even though your 
annual earnings do exceed $1,200.

Shooting W ar W ill Mean Hike 
Cuba Also May Hold 
Fate of Fax Slash

NEW YORK (A P) - The pro* 
mised tax cut could be bobbing 
up and down today on the waters 
off Cuba. 
The promise already was full 
of uncertainties—how big a cut, 
for what beneficiaries, with what 
results to the economy and to the 
Treasury's 
unbalanced 
b o o k s, 
what kind of reception in Con­ 
gress? 


Could Add to Problems 


Now, what happens off the Cu­ 
ban shores in the next few days 
or weeks—or in the Berlin corri­ 
dors—or 
in 
many 
other spots 
around the globe'—all or any could 
add to the host of problems al­ 
ready faced by those trying to 
shape a tax program. 
In a shooting war, taxes rise. In 
the Korean War emergency taxes 
were imposed. Many are still on 
the books, having been renewed 
year by year. 
If the Cuban trouble becomes a 
localized and minor military ef­ 
fort. the Treasury could handle it 
without asking for new revenues. 
In between are many variations 
and stages of military activity and 
spending. .Some might inspire de­ 
mands again for taxes aimed at 
holding down 
consumer 
buying 
that interfered with defense pro­ 
duction. 
But if the hopes of most Ameri­ 
cans are realized and Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev decides to drop 
or drastically modify his Cuban 
venture, the evidence of the new 
menace to UJ5. 
security would 
still be remembered. This is likely 
to stimulate the defense indus­ 
tries. Hundreds of companies are 
involved in making military hard­ 
ware. either the finished product 
or some of its many and intricate 
parts. 


Math Still Planned 


Such a stimulus to a large sec­ 
tion of U.S. industry, and to its 


suppliers, could boast the econo­ 
my enough to increase Treasury 
collections 
from existing taxes, 
and thus strengthen the demand 
for cutting the rates as the admin­ 
istration has promised. 
At the same time this could 
weaken the argument that lax 
cuts are needed to get the econo­ 
my moving. 
While all the guessing as to 
what will come of the arms quar­ 
antine of Cuba mounts, the Treas­ 
ury says its team of tax experts 
is going right ahead trying to 
draft a program of tax cutting 
and tax reforms. 
It’s a touchy task. 
Everyone 
would like a tax cut—for himself, 
for his business. That’s about the 
last time you can use the word 
everyone. 
Some want the taxes cut in the 
upper brackets to stimulate invest­ 
ment in risk ventures. Some want 
it cut in the lower brackets to 
give more persons more spending 
money.

LONDON (A P)—Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan accused Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev today of de­ 
liberately embarking on a danger­ 
ous adventure in Cuba and de­ 
clared any settlement of the crisis 
must be subject to international 
control. 
Words and promises would not 
be enough now, the British leader 
told th*1 House of Commons. The 
world must be assured by an ac­ 
curate check that Soviet thermo­ 
nuclear rockets and other offen­ 
sive weapons are removed from 
Cuban soil. 
Allies Must Not Waver 
Macmillan 
stressed 
that 
the 
Western powers must stick togeth­ 
er as they work toward a solution 
of the Cuban problem. 
“ There must be no break or 
wavering amongst the allies,” he 
declared 
He promised his government’s 
wholehearted 
support

“ We must try to resolve this 
immediate danger without a form 
of appeasement which will lead us 
into greater danger, 
Macmillan 
emphasized. 
Once the Immediate threat is

“ see whether we cannot proceed 
with the wider negotiations which 
aion*’ can give us real peace and 
on which we had 
made some 
progress. ” 


No Answer on .Summit
